Even those who, for various 
reasons, do not hold with con- 
traception will find in the work 
of the Hongkong Eugenics 
League something praiseworthy 
and progressive. Jt is responsi- 
ble for preventing suffering and 
death among Chinese 
and children, and it gives a 
practical service to the com- 
munity entirely without cost to 
those it benefits. On these 
grounds it immediately justifies 
itself and merits support and 
sympathy. 

For a long time the authori- 
ties here have been aware that 
abortion is practised to a grent 
extent among the poorer people. 
Just how widespread it is ‘is 
dificult to determine because 
unless something goes wrong 
with the operation and the 
mother is driven to seek ‘proper 
medical advice, the cases do 
not come to light. But it is a 
fact that men and women for 
‘a small fee, as, little as one 
dollar, will perform an abortion 
with medicines and instruments 
which would make a reputable 
practitioner shudder.. If the 
Eugenics League’s work is en- 
couraged it will certainly cown- 
teract this evil. As its scope 
increases, so will the criminal 
activities of the abortionists 
decrease. :

It would be interest- 
ing to know what the men 
of science have to say to 


this. 

’ L should like to see the Statis- 
tical Socfoty setting up a com-~- 
mittee to inquire into the in- 
fluence of 13 on the lives of' the 
people who five in houses 80 
numbered. Do worse things 
happen to people who live in the 
number-thirteen houses than’ to 
the .people who live in the 
number-ones or the number- 
twenties? The inquiry . would 
not need to cover all England. 
A moderately small town or 4 
London suburb’ would provide 
all the facts that are necessary. 


I myself do not look on the 
number 13, with a friendly eye; 
but I blame myself for this: I 
am convinced that the facts 
would show that people who live 
in the number-thirteens are 
just as fortunate as their neigh- 
bours. 

More than once I have stayed 
at a number 13 without any ill 
consequences. Twice I have— 
with certsin qualms—sat down 
at table in a company of 18, and 
none of us suffered any subse- 
quent disaster. 

If you ask my opinion the 
objection to the number 18, is 
“all rot.” And yet—and yet, 
if I were taking a new house, 
I should probably avoid a house 
with that number. 

In some respects I am strong- 
ly in favour of .the anti- 
superstition propaganda of the 
Thirteen Club—if it is still in 
existence — the. members of 
which sit down 13 at table, spill 
salt, open umbrellas in the 
house and do all sorts of things 
that would scare an. imaginative 
man out of his life. But I 
should not care to dine at the 
club. I do not believe in supers- 
titions, but I prefer to leave it 
to other people to defy them. 


& 


I often wonder whether we of 
the unfortunate human _ race 
are becoming less superstitious 
or more so. ‘We belong to the 
most scientific age in history, 
yet I sometimes think that we 
believe in a far greater number 
of silly things than the less 
scientific Victorians. Even 
people who have lost their re- 


League can help hundreds of 
others as it has helped her.

I know ‘people who find it im- 


& possible to believe in.the exist- 


ence of God, but who find it 
perfectly easy to believe. inthe 
maleficent influence of -a single 
magpie seen flying across a field. 

When I was a boy I do:not 
think I had a singlo- superstition 
of the magpie kind. I knew 
the rhyme about magpies, but 


looked on it as an old wives’ tale. - 


To spill salt caused me no un- 
happiness. I walked under lad- 
ders recklessly. And so did my 
friends. ‘We looked on supersti- 
tions as superstitions—comic 
gurvivals from a more ercdulous 
age. 
ie 

There is still, 1 think, a large 
proportion ‘of the population 
which is of much the same 
mind, but is it so large @ pro- 
to be? 
doubt it. I hear of new super: 
stitiong——superstitions, at! least, 
that are new to me—every day. 

It was only recently, for 
example, that I learned that 
one’s fortune could be told from 
the. moles—if any—on one’s 
body. The science of telling for- 
tunes from moles is called 
Moleosophy. A mole on the 
right’ -knee, I learned from 
“Laurie's Complete Fortune- 
Teller,” “is the sign of a happy 
marriage. On the left knee, 
warning of o bad temper.” 

Happily, moles seem usually 
to be lucky. I do not mind 
superstitions so much when 
they point to a happy ending. 
It must be cheering to quite a 
number of people to be told 
that “moles that are raised like 
warts are always good wherever 
they occur and whatever their 
colour.” Se), ae 

Even a mole on an eyebrow 
is descibed as: “a good sign. 
Jt foretells an carly but a very 
happy marriage.” Possessors 
of eyebrow-moles, however, 
should be careful. “The chief 
dangers with which these people 
are threatened are from light- 
ning or some form of food- 
poisoning.” Of course, you do 
not, need to believe in these 
things. I don’t. 

Nor do I believe -in the evil 
consequences of pictures fall- 
ing, or of dogs howling, or of 
a-present of white flowers un- 
mixed with others.

After o long serics of political set- 
bucks and party manocuvres, the 
Sind Premicr, Sir. Ghulam Hussein 
Hidoyatullah, has resigned, A ca-

When Sir Ghulam emerged ‘from

resignations in spite of our majority, 
We challenge any other party to 
form a Cabinet.” 

The Immediate cause of the crisis 
was the Premier's defeat in the 
Premier's Legislative Assembly on 
Friday by a single vote on a 
motion of censure tabled by a 
member of the Congress prrty. The 
Congress drive was followed by re- 
orts of the defection from the 

Inisterial party to the Congress 
party of members of the’ United 
party and a number of Hindu in- 
dependents. 

Of the 56 active members of the 
Assembly the Ministcriallsts num- 
bered 22, the United party 12, Hindus 
10, Congress cight, Europeans’ two, 
and Independents two. 

Calcutta Trade Sctback—Overseas

JUDGE KRAUSE TO 
RETIRE 


Johannesburg. * 

The saving of the gold ‘mines dur- 
ing, the South African War Is re- 
called by the impending retirement 
of Judga F. E, TT. Krause, Judge 
President of the Oridnge Free State 
Provinclat Division of the Supreme 
Court of South Africa since 1933. 

Judge Krause was:Civil Governor 
and commandant of Johannesburg 
during the South Aftican War, and 
when the town was on the point of 
falling into the hands of the British 
forces, a small ‘section of the Re- 
publicans advocated dynamiting the 
mines, 

On May 23, 1900, Gen. Koch, 
leader of the extremists, came to 
Johannesburg and threatened Krause 
with death if he opposed the dyna- 
miting plan, Krause thereupon ar- 
rested him, and on May 31 surrendred 
Johannesburg to. Lord - Roberts. 

Later Krause went to ‘London, 
where he served a prison sentence 
of two years for attempting to incite 
to murder following the discovery of 
a treasonable plot in South Africa in 
1901, He was however, readmitted 
to. the Transvaal bar in 1905, the 
ruling being that his offence had been. 
political. a 

Responsibility for War.—Mr. 
Fourie, Minister of Commerce and 
Industries referred to South Africa's 
Policy in time of war in a speech at 
Worcester, Cape Province. He sald 
that he was convinced that the Prime 
Minlster, Gen: Hertzog, was sincere 
when he'said that the Union would 
not be involved if her interests were 
not at stake,’ and, if they were, that 
Parliament would first be consulted. 
If this were not so, said Mr. Fourle, 
he would not remain a member of 
the United party.

London, Apr. 5. — 


In “Tho Daily Telegraph and Morning Post,” a fortnight ago, 
I drew attention to the surprised concern which had been created 


in the United States over the 


decision of the Lawn Tennis Associn- 


tion to support the proposal for making the Davis Cup a biennial 


‘instead of an annual competition, 


‘The question, which bas a funda-| 


mehtul bearing on the .organisation 
of lawn tennis throughout the world, 
and moy conceivably even effect the 
future of Wimbicdon, is to come up 
for discussion and voting {n London 
on June 30, when the delegates from 
30 Davis Cup nations will assemble 
for their annual conference. 


That America, who founded the 
international team championship in 
1900, and have watched its world. 
wide development with fatherly pride 
ever since, are perplexcd by the at- 
titude adopted by the Britlsh govern- 


Ing body, {s shown by the official]. 


letter which has just been sent out 
to all competing countries, From 
this communication 1 quote some of 
the salient passages. © 


While fully aware of the diffictl- 
ties that have arisen In the conduct 
of the competition {n the European 
zone during the last 10. years, the 
American Association docs not con- 
sider they are sound enough to 
change a structure which stands as 
an edifice and os a bulwark to “a 
leading International sport and to 
the most universally played game in 
the world.” 


They have never offered, nor do 
they offer now, any objection to the 
solution of-European zone problems 
by the European Davis Cup nations 
themselves, but they are unanimously 
opposed to any interruption of Sts 
annual decision. Here are some of 
their reasons. . 


NO OBLIGATION. TO CHALLENGE 


No nation is under any obligation 
to challenge. “If in any year 4 
nation docs not desire to challenge 
that {s no reason why those who want 
to compete should be denied the 
right to do so. We regard it of great 
importance that liberty of action 
shall remain with each country for 
each year. é

would undoubtedly be- strongly 
stimulated, particularly in the 
off year. It is obvious that the 
inducement to’ leading . amateur 
players to becomo professional would 
be grently Increased.” 


The official letter'ends by remind- 
ing the competing nations that the 
Hon, Dwight F. Davis gave the Cup 
to promote friendly international re~ 
lations and to be played for annually. 
The competition has prospered far 
beyond his expectations. ; 


“He believes that the almost un- 
broken record of annual decision has 
contributed much to the success ‘of 
his plan and whole-heartedly Joins 
the United States Assoclation In 
opposing the proposed change.”*

7 Ib, were really good ho 
would ‘fight as a heavywelght, So 
far, however, os Harvey Jz concerned, 
he hos actually held the heavywelght 
championship, and. made the match 
with McAvoy in the hope that it 
would Jead to a contest. with Farr. 
“Moreover, both McAvoy and Harvey 
ore in the highest’class at the weight, 
and -have lost fairly close decisions 
on points to John Henry Lewis, the 
champion of the world, . Each held 
a decision over the other on pointr 
ar o middiowcight, and they ap- 
peared to be so evenly matched that 
ft is not surprising the Harringay 
areno was full, 
th men are vetcruns as age gocs 
in the ring, Harvey being thirty and 
McAvoy two years younger, but both 
were probably as fit ns ever they 
had been. McAvoy was supposed to 
be the harder hitter, and few. who 
saw it will forget the fearful punch

Belng desperate and on Icarning that 
‘a certain flat was to be let, I quicken- 
ed my steps in the direction of my 
friend, the Chinese Landlord, onty to 
meet with n fint refusal, just because 
I was an Indian, noy—the Landlord 
thinking it below his dignity even to 
ste me. Mince is not.an isolated casc. 
I know of: several others, who have 
been likewise refused tenancy to 
vacant flats, on the grounds that they 
were not to be let to Indians. 


I am proud, nevertheless, that my. 
nation hag such friendly and sym- 
pathetic feclings for the Chinese 
nation. In viow of the very cordial 
treatment which we are at present 
receiving in response from our 
friends, the Chinese Landlords, I 
propose that Indlan evacuces who 
happen to be in the same unenvinbie 
position as myself, get together and 
observe a China Day in Hongkong, in 
appreciation of the preferential and 
friendly treatment they are meting 
out to us.

Chiang’s Troops Far 
Too Numerous To Be 


. Herded To Defeat

Hankow, May 18. 


China has despatched a number of full-strength 
divisions into the Kweiteh area in order, to stem the 
Japanese advance from Tsining, and the strength of the 
Chinese forces on both sections of the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway is over 60 divisions, or approximately 400,000 


men, 


A ‘deep and dramatic change has come over the 
Chinese troops in Shantung, where the spirit of the army 
is a spirit of victory. Soldiers and officers absolutely 
believe in themselves and in some cases, like General Fan 
Sung-fu, the defender of Tungkwan, believe Japan has 
offended against Heaven and that God carries the banners 


of the Chinese. 


The army is calm and has gained experience. The 
officers’ believe the Japanese have made _ irreparable 
mistakes, that Japanese soldiers are fighting without a 
goal before them; but Chinese officers are not over- 


confident. They believe 


the Japanese may take 


Heuchow, but that their losses will not be compensated by 


its capture.

Amdy, May 12. 

Throughout Tuesday 
night there was an almost 
continuous exchange of 
machine-gun and rifle fire 
on Amoy Island.

Despite the marked superiority of.

out throughout Wednesday. 

The evacuation of women and 
children to the Foreign Setticment on 
Kulangsu sland, 1% miles away, 
commenced on Tuesday morning, but 
no men were allowed to cross until 
the evening. 


REFUGEES SWAMP KULANGSU

Trade With 
Far East 


Stagnation Caused By 
Sino-Japanese Conflict 


Berlin, May 12.' 

Herr E. Helfferich, Chairman 
of the Hamburg-Amerika Line 
and President of the Far East 
Union of Hamburg.and Bremen, 
who. has resided .for several 
years in the Far, East, this 
morning issued a survey on the 
outlook for German trade in 
the Orient, 

The position to-day, said Herr 
Helfferich, was not quite so hopeless 
for German trade as it had ‘been In 
1919, after the Great War. Neverthe- 
less, he declared, circumstances in 
1919. were._vastly. different to. those 
ruling in 1938. 

To-day, both from the standpoint 
of Europe as a whole and of Germany 
in particular, it was difficult to fore- 
cast with any reasonable degree of 
accuracy the prospects for the future. 

Trado wos at ao standstill 
throughout the greater part of the 

Far East, or, at best, was far 

below normal, Everything was 

over-shadowed by the Sino-Japan- 
eso conflict, ys 

“The path of thé German merchant 
and trader in the Far East -since the 
Great War has been a very rough 
one indeed,” Herr Helfferich said. 


ENCOURAGING FACTS 


An inquiry instituted by the Far 
East Union has, however, revealed 
some encouraging facts. As for as 
organisation was -concerned, German 
trade with the Far East is on a 
firmer basis than ever, German 
trade bases in the East have been 
considerably extended, and German 
General Chambers of Commerce at 
Shanghai, Tientsin, Canton, Hankow, 
Manila and Batavin were now re- 
cognised by Germany. All 
Chambers worked jin close harmony 
with the Far East Union of Hamburg 
and Bremen,.os well'oas with the 
German Economic Chamber. 

“The prospects for German trade 
in the Far East are‘not.as bad as 
ft would seem under present condi- 
tions,” the speaker declared, 

“There are welghty probicms to 
be solved by the countries in the 
+ Orient, problems that will have no 
+ ultimate solution until centurics 
have s ; 
“At present, Germaon traders must 
be content to await events and hope 
for a speedy end of hostilities “in 
China. ; 7 

“Both China and Japan are friends

The contest, for the British Mght- 
heavyweight championship. between 
Harvey -nnd McAvoy was the first 
important contest between blg men 
in this ‘country for many months, it | / 
is probable that the reason the Nght~ 
heavywelght chomplonship has never 
excited as much public interest ' as 
those at other weights is to be found 
in the old saying of the prize-ring— 
“n12-st. man is big enough for any- 
thing.” It. is felt that if a man of 
12 st. 7 Ib, were really good. ho 
would fight as-a ‘heavyweight, &o 
far, however.i:as Harvey is concerned, 
he hos actually held the heavyweight 
championship, and-ynade the match 
with McAvpy in the hope that it 
would lead \to a contest with Forr. 
Morcover, both McAvoy: and Harvey 
ore in the highest ¢lass at the weight, 
and. have Jost fairly close decisions 
‘on points to John Henry Lowls, the 
champion of the world. Each hold 
a decision over the other on points 
as ‘a middleweight, and they ape 
pe: to be so ovenly matched that 
it fn not surprising the Harringay 
ereng wos fut! 

Both men are veterans os age goes 
in the ring, Harvey ‘being thirty ond 
McAvoy two-years younger, but both 
were probably as fit os ever they 
had been. McAvoy ‘was supposed to 
be the harder hitter, and few who | 
saw it will forget the fearful punch 
with which he Imocked out Phillips 
to win the championship, but Har- 
vey. hod the advantage in height, 
weilght,' and reach. On paper It won 
as good a match os was ever made, 
and soit turned out in practice, ‘al- 
though both men hod too much rene J- 
pect for each other, and there was 
too much clinching for it ta be sper- 
tacular, i 

Harvey obviously wos the 
favourite with the crowd. and had 
Q great reception. He towered over 
McAvoy and looked in magnificent 
condition, McAvoy was also vary: 
fit, though fleshler than Harvey, 
There was little between the men in 
weight, Harvey scaling 12 st. 6 Jb. 
to McAvoy’s 12 st. 1% Ib. 


CLEVER FOOTWORK 


The contest itself was Interesting, 
and for some time it looked | as 
though McAvoy would wiu, He 
boxed in his usual style, with short, 
flerce rushes, and seemed faster, 
both on his feet and with his hands, 
than Harvey. In the third round he 
opened 1 cut over Harvey's right 
eye. which bled. \ircely, und. he 
seemed to have the challenger 
uucssing a good decal. However, 
Harvey used his fect to keep aut of 
danger, and in the clinches his’ grent 
strength served him well. It was 
noticeable that he pushed and ‘swung 
McAvoy about os he chose, 
Harvey's left hand was throughout 
singularly ineffective, and I doubt 
whether it was ‘as sound as reported, 
but In the fifth round he used his 
right with effect, and shook McAvoy, 
who clinched repeatedly. For some 
time Harvey had the better of it, 
muinly by means: of heavy rights, 
but towards the end McAvoy mude 
desperate. efforts for a knockout, 
without success. The last . round 
saw both men fighting hard and 
evenly. Ps 2 

The decision In favour of Harvey 
met with a mixed rereption, there 
being a great deal of booing as well 
ns applause. Personally, I should 
not have been surprised at a draw, 
but there was so. much clinching 
and hitting tn holds that it was jm- 
possible. for spectators in n fxed 
position to sce who was to blame 
and would, therefore, be penalised.
